file in architect’s office. 

SURFACES 

The above wall coverings shall be applied on ceilings and walls of 
the following — 

PREPARATION OF SURFACES 

After walls have been plastered in accordance with specifications 
for plastering and are thoroughly dry, they shall be given a coat 
of Kling Kona Size (manufactured by the same company) which 
is ideal for preparing all wall surfaces to safely hold wall covering 
to walls. It is equally effective over paint, enamel or varnish, covers 
stains and when applied indicates hot spots, giving warning that 
treatment is necessary before applying wall covering. Fab-rik-o-na 
adheres perfectly to any type of wall — plaster, wood, metal, 
glass, cinder-block, cement, wall or plaster board, and can be used 
on surfaces which have previously been painted or varnished. 
Old walls shall be thoroughly cleaned and all cracks filled. All 
edges of cracks and patches shall be sandpapered to a smooth, 
level surface.
